SCANDINAVIA'S 'SUMMER HOTELS' 

A UNIQUE FEATURE 


THE GATEWAY TO EUROPE 


Budget-minded Canadian tourists 
who stop at Scandinavia’s unique 
“summer hotels” have according to 
a bulletin released by Scandinavian 
Airlines System’s Public Relations 
Department, more surprises in store 
for them than just low prices. For 
these hotels offer not only wonder¬ 
ful accommodations and service but 
the chance to get a closer look at 
Scandinavia and to have some old 
misconceptions about student living 
shattered. 

Lest new misconceptions arise, 
please note that these “summer 
hotels” are not in out-of-the-way 
resorts, but in the capitals and 
other main Cities. Further, they are 
not for youth hostelers but for the 
average comfort-conscious traveler. 
They’re “summer hotels” because 
they’re open to tourists only from 
June to September: the rest of the 
year they are residences for uni¬ 
versity students. 

Most of these hotels have single 
or double rooms with private toilet, 
shower and telephone and minimum 
rates for singles are $3.50 to $4.50 
a day, service charges included. 
Modern Scandinavian decor, rest¬ 
aurants, bars, cozy lobbies and read¬ 
ing rooms, shops, parking space 
and 24-hour laundry service are 
fairly usual. 

Copenhagen’s 500-room Egmont 


Hotel for example, has a children’s 
nursery. The Minerva, has 307 
rooms, all singles, and its sister 
hotel, the Solbakken, designed for 
married students, has 117 twin- 
bedded rooms, and its eleventh- 
floor restaurant has excellent views 
of the city. 

In Tampere, Finland, a beautiful 
city becoming better known to 
foreigners for its revolving amphi¬ 
theatre, the new Rasti houses en¬ 
gineering students in winter and 
100 guests in summer. Its top 
floor has a “sauna,” the invigor¬ 
ating Finnish bath. In Helsinki, 
the 110-room Domus Academica is 
among several of- the capital’s 
“summer hotels” with inexpensive 
accommodations. 

Norway’s Studentbyen (Student 
Town), in suburban Oslo, is Scan¬ 
dinavia’s largest hotel, with 750 
rooms. Bergen’s Alrek has 240 
rooms and in winter serves students 
at the Universiyt of Bergen and 
the Norwegian School of Economics 
and Business Administration. 

In Stockholm, the Domus has 265 
rooms and the Jerum has 136 
rooms. In Gothenburg, the new 
Volrat Tham, with 370 rooms, has 
special facilities for congresses, and 
the 105-room Viktor Rydberg is 
nearby.

Ideally situated completely mod¬ 
ernized in 1960, and capable of 
handling the latest and biggest jet 
aircraft, Copenhagen airport at 
Kastrup six miles from the city 
is the fifth largest airport in 
Europe. 

Copenhagen’s position as the fifth 
largest airport in Europe after 
London,, Paris, Frankfurt, and 
Rome confirms that the Danish 
capital has become the gateway to 
northern Europe. Geographically 
favoured, it enjoys one of the best 
situations in the world; only six 
miles from the city centre, with 
an ideal approach, it is the nerve 
centre of Scandinavian air traffic. 

“Wonderful Copenhagen” has be¬ 
come a popular holiday centre of 
recent years. In 1962, tourism, the 
national economy’s infant prodigy 
brought in over 900 million kroners. 
Not only Copenhagen, most of Den¬ 
mark has become a tourist centre, 
the principal visitors coming from 
the United States, the United King¬ 
dom, West Germany, France, the 
Netherlands, Belgium, Italy and 
Japan, besides the sister nations 
of Sweden and Norway. 

But at the height of the season 
it is the Great Circle traffic which 
sets it mark on Copenhagen’s new 
and up-to-date airport. Copen¬ 
hagen is the junction for the Far 
East, via the Polar regions to 
California and via the North Pole 
to Alaska and Japan. This flow 
of traffic has given Copenhagen 
airport a character all its own. 

The airport which welcomed the 
jet age at Lastrup was completed 
in 1960 and accommodates all the 
international jet types. The global 
planes start out from here fully 
loaded with a weight of 140 tons, 
ihe main airport building can deal 
with 10,000 passengers a day and the 
airport itself can effect a turn- 
round of 200 planes a day. It is 
owned and administered by the 
Danish Government, which leases 
it to 21 international airlines, the 
largest being the Scandinavian Air¬ 
lines System (SAS), whose traffic 
is fundamental to the gateway of 
Europe. 

SAS “United Nations Of The Air” 

SAS has been appropriately called 
the United Nations of the air. For 
the first time in the history of air 
travel partnership has grown up 
between three nations, in rapid pace 
with the whole development of fly¬ 
ing, with the result that in 1962 
SAS is the sixth largest airlines 
concern, in the world. 

The Scandinavian fleet of Ameri¬ 
can and French jet liners, DC-8 
Douglases of California and Car- 
avelles of Sud Aviation, Toulouse, 
operates in 38 countries in five con¬ 
tinents a network of 137,000 statute 
miles (220,000 kilometers). With 
its associated companies, SAS ser¬ 
ves 113 cities in 56 countries all 
over the world. 

The history of SAS is a modem 
romance. This unique partnership 
of the air was initiated in 138 at a 
meeting in Oslo, where it was de¬ 
cided to investigate the possibil¬ 
ities of establishing trans-Atlantic 
flying between New York and 
Scandinavia. It was obvious that 
the problem would have to be tack¬ 
led at Scandinavian level, since the 
various countries would separately 
be incapable of coping with it 
financially, technically, or operation¬ 
ally. At this time there existed 
three parent companies of the 
present SAS: The Norwegian Air¬ 
ways Company, established in 1927, 


the Swedish Acrotransport, inaug¬ 
urated in 1924, and the Danish Air¬ 
ways Company, the oldest in the 
world, which was founded in 1918 
and is the only existing airways 
company going back to the start of 
the International Air Transport As¬ 
sociation at The Hague in 1919. 

Trial Flights Made In 1045 

The planned inauguration of 
Scandinavian trans-Atlantic air traf- 
xic had to be shelved in the spring 
of 1940 when Denmark and Nor¬ 
way were occupied by the Germans. 
But in spite of the war the ambi¬ 
tious Scandinavian plans went 
anead, with neutral Sweden as the 
locus. Technical experts paid 
clandestine visits to the United 
states and by the end of the war 
the first trial flights were ready to 
Degin in July 1945 with ex-American 
Dombers which had force-landed in 
Sweden. These were Boeing B-17’s, 
Flynig Fortresses converted for 14 
passengers. 

The service between Scandinavia 
and New York, centred on Copen¬ 
hagen, was officially inaugurated in 
September 1946; the Scandinavian 
Airlines System, backed by three 
small nations with a cambined 
population of 15 million, had start¬ 
ed. The start was difficult, inter¬ 
nally as internationally, but grad¬ 
ually the consortium found its final 
form. In 1944, while war still raged 
in Europe, an air agreement had 
been concluded in Washington be¬ 
tween Sweden and the United 
States, and the Swedish company, 
Swedish Intercontinental Air Serv¬ 
ices, had placed orders for 10 
Douglas DC-4’s with the factory in 
California. That was the prelude 
to SAS. 

Unified System In 1951 

It was on September 17, 1946, 
that the first Scandinavian plane, 
a DC-4 Dan Viking, started on the 
inaugural flight to New York, and 
two months later SAS had South 
America in its net. The number 
of services, overseas and European, 
steadily increased, served partly by 
the three parent companies individ¬ 
ually and partly by SAS Overseas 
and SAS European — or E-SAS. 
February 1951, however, saw the 
establishment of the unified system 
that was to become one of the 
world’s biggest; the partnership was 
consolidated in all its functions by 
the signing of an agreement by the 
three associated states in Oslo, 
valid until 1975, and later prolonged 
until 1985. 

The capital of Scandinavian Air¬ 
lines System is about 50% Govern¬ 
ment and 50% private, with a small 
government majority following a re¬ 
construction necessitated by the 
financial burdens of the jet age. 
The respective national holdings are 
Sweden three-sevenths, Norway two- 
sevenths, and Denmark two-seven¬ 
ths. This division has been roughly 
matched in material and personnel. 


Norsk Tipping A/S, Norway’s 
soccer betting monopoly, earned Kr. 
38.6 million net last year. According 
to rules laid down by Parliament 
Kr. 9.7 million will be allocated 
to sports promotion and Kr. 28.8 
million to various scientific pur¬ 
poses. 


The Norwegian Committee for 
Spain contributed Kr. 135,000 last 
year to aid Spanish refugees in 
France and Kr. 95,000 to help 
striking workers in Spain. Ten 
Spanish refugee youths visited 
Norway last summer as guests of 
the Committee. 
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Program Announced 

Preliminary program information 
for the 1963 Scandinavian Festival, 
the foundation festival of music, 
mama and dance presented each 
May and June in Denmrk, Finland, 
Norway and Sweden, has been an¬ 
nounced by the Scandinavian Travel 
Commission, reports Scandinavian 
Airlines System’s Public Relations 
Department. 

The Scandinavian Festival con¬ 
sists of four co-ordinated events: 
the Royal Danish Ballet and Music 
Festival, in Copenhagen, May 15 
to 31; the Bergen International 
Festival, in Bergen, Norway, May 
24 to June 9; the Stockholm Festi¬ 
val, in Sweden, May 28 to June 
*9; and the Sibelius Festival in 
Helsinki, June 5 to 13. 

Once again, the best of Scandin¬ 
avia’s talents will be teamed with 
other internationally famous per¬ 
formers. The Royal Danish Ballet, 
one of the world’s leading dance 
companies, is the main attraction 
in Copenhagen. Bergen puts loving 
emphasis on the music of her 
native son, Edvard Grieg, and cn 
colorful folklore that inspired much 
of his work. Stockholm features 
its Royal Opera in programs that 
ange from the 18th century — and 
presented as they would have been 
in that period — to the space age. 
Helsinki favors Jean Sibelius and 
other modern Finnish composers. 

Guest stars from abroad in 1963 
include Igor Stravinsky, Sir John 
Barbirolli, Eugene Ormandy and 
numerous soloists such as Michael 
Rabin, violinist, Phyllis Curtin, 
soprano, and Vera Zorina, as a 
narrator. Mr. Stravinsky will con¬ 
duct the Bergen Symphony Orchestra 
and the Stockholm Philharmonic, 
and his opera, “The Rake’s Pro¬ 
gress,” directed by Ingmar Berg¬ 
man, will be staged by the Swedish 
Royal Opera. Sir John will lead 
the Halle Orchestra in Bergen, 
Stockholm and HeKnski, and Mr. 
Ormandy will conduct the Danish 
Radio Symphony Orchestra in 
Copenhagen’s Tivoli. 

Festival dates allow visitors time 
to tour fjords, fairy-tale towns, 
sparkling lakes and folklore prov¬ 
inces en route from one festival 
city to another.

The most famous scenic attrac¬ 
tions in Norway are the Fjords and 
the Midnight Sun, and the Nor¬ 
wegians insist that if Canadians go 
to Europe without seeing these, it 
would be like going to Niagara 
without seeing the Falls! 

Oslo, being Vikingland’s capital 
city, is the natural startng point, 
with direct air services via SAS. 
It is a fascinating city with remark¬ 
able Viking mementos, a famed 
sculpture park and outstanding 
museums, top-grade hotels and fine 
restaurants. Yet it’s amazing how 
many tourists are missing the

Two of Alberta’s three Schools 
of Agriculture, Olds and Vermilion, 
are this year observing the fiftieth 
anniversary of their establishment. 
Under the Agricultural Schools Act 
of 1913, a “School of Agriculture” 
is defined as “a srhool for the 
purpose of teaching practical and 
scientific farming, household econ¬ 
omy, domestic science, and such 
other subjects as the Board of 
Agricultural Education may pres¬ 
cribe.” Three such Schools were 
opened that year, at Olds, Ver¬ 
milion, and Claresholm. The Clares- 
holm school, along with subsequent 
establishments at Raymond, Glei- 
chen and Youngstown, have since 
been closed, while a seventh school, 
which was opened in Fairview in 
1951, is still in operation along with 
. Olds and Vermilion. 

The founding of the Faculty of 
Agriculture at the University of 
Alberta can be directly attributed 
to the establishment of the schools 
of Agriculture. Professor E. A. 
Howes was the first principal of 
the Vermilion School. When in 
1915, the Faculty of Agriculture was 
established, the majority of that first 
graduating class from Vermilion 
moved on to become the first class 
in Agriculture at the University, 
with Professor Howes becoming the 


first Dean ol Agriculture. 

To date 16,292 students have 
attended the Alberta Schools of 
Agriculture, with 6,129 receiving 
diplomas. Most of the boys have 
returned to the home farm, a 
number of them secured employ¬ 
ment as grain buyers, field serv¬ 
icemen, and others after graduation 
from the University became district 
agriculturists, or took employment 
in other phases of the agricultural 
industry and its related fields. 
Girls found employment as sales 
clerks, bank employees, reception¬ 
ists, hospital employees, and in a 
variety of commercial firms. Gen¬ 
erally speaking, girls seek employ¬ 
ment for a few years before em¬ 
barking on a homemaking career. 
With this in mind, the training at 
the Schools has been designed to 
meet both the immediate and long- 
range needs of the girls. Approxi¬ 
mately five per cent of the graduates 
of the Schools of Agriculture go on 
to take further training in Agricul¬ 
ture or Home Economics at the 
University. 

The trend towards fewer and 
larger farms, the enlarged rural 
community, the development of 
centralized public schools, the rapid 
changing of farming and farm life, 
and the increase in the number of
